s the weather turns warmer, the days grow longer, 
the grass sprouts greener, and nurseries and grocery 
stores everywhere set out their blooms to catch 
the eyes of passers-by, many suburbanites’ thoughts 
naturally turn to gardening. : 

But what should they plant, and where, and what kind of 
care will it require? Increasing numbers of homeowners’are 
foregoing the manicured lawn with neat rows of petunias in 
favor a landscape design that incorporates a layered look with 
a mixture of large and small shrubs, perennials and ground 
cover, said Peggy Pelkonen, assistant landscape architect at 
Morton Arboretum in Lisle. 

“People don’t want to maintain Kentucky bluegrass,” she 
said. “People are focusing more on native plant material.” 

One motive is simply to reduce the amount of lawn mowing 
required. But the move to more native plants also reflects a 
greater environmental awareness and an appreciation for the 
beauty the natural habitat has to offer. Red bud trees, witch 
hazel shrubs, native grasses, goldenrod and cone flowers are 
popular, Pelkonen said. 

And instead of mowing all that lawn, how about planting a 
ground cover such as zinca? ; : 

“It’s evergreen and it has flowers,” Pelkonen said. “It’s very 
durable. You can’t kill it very easily.” 

Perennial plants, such as hostas and mums, that come up 
every year remain popular. But people increasingly are com- 
bining them with annuals, which bloom only one year but 
provide color throughout the growing season. Jan Little, man- 
ager of horticulture education at the arboretum, said the rela- 
tive popularity of perennials and annuals is a reflection of 
how tastes have changed since she started in the field more 
than 20 years ago. : s 

“When I first started, you couldn’t sell a perennial. No one 
wanted them,” she said. “For the past 15 years, there’s been a 
strong interest in perennials. But interest in annuals is coming 
back.”

Of course, a garden landscape can include much more than 
plants. Water features, fire pits, patios and seeding walls are 
all among the popular features, Pelkonen said. 


But how does one draw it all together? Key to successful 
gardening is growing the right plants in the right locations, 
Pelkonen said. For example, boxwood often is used to create a 
hedge, but homeowners need to be sure they have selected a 
variety that tolerates winter, she said. Fluffy clusters of 
hydrangeas have eye-catching appeal, but most colors other 
than white don’t do well in this climate, Pelkonen said. She 
said that fact could change as new varieties are developed. 


Putting the right plants in the right location is the best 
answer to pest and disease problems, Little added. She noted 
that homeowners are sometimes alarmed when they see the 
pine sawfly, a caterpillar-type insect, rearing back and waving 
at them from their mugo pines. But plant the small pines 
where there is less reflected heat and moist, well-drained soil, 
and the pine sawfly is less of a problem, she said.
